There were (at 31st. December, 1959) 118 Oakham applicants 
for Council Houses, Twenty-six of these were sharing 
houses with parents or others. 

There is also a demand for houses from people outside the 
Urban District, Many of whom work in the town. 


At the end of 1959 the Council owned 352 houses, ten 
temporary bungalows and two old houses acquired in William 
Dalby Street and Westgate Street. Thus 27% of the 

houses are controlled by the Council. 


In eight cases houses were improved with Grant Aid under 
the Housing Acts. 


Five houses have been acquired as part of a clearance area. 
These should be demolished in 1960, 


At the end of the year 15 Council and 2 private dwellings 
were under construction,
